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HE EMERGENCY Air Ambulance Service 

operated through the Alberta Department 
of Health completed its hundredth call this year 
on October 20. This is the first time that the 
Service has reached three figures since it be- 
came fully operational in 1959. 

In 1964 a total of 96 calls were completed 
involving 107 patients and 43,059 air miles — 
approximately 118 miles a day for every day 
of the year. 

The most common cases handled by the air 
ambulanee are those involving car accidents, pre- 
mature births, perforated ulcers, pregnancy com- 
plications and hunting accidents. 


Shortest trip to date has been a twenty mile 
hop by Foresty Service helicopter into Grande 
Prairie. Longest was made by a Beaver float 
plane from Hay River collecting a patient from 
Vermilion and landing at Cooking Lake outside 
Edmonton. This 1,161 mile trip was extended 
by air lane considerations for flying at night. 
The majority of cases are handled by the two 
charter companies Keir Air Transport and Gate- 
way Aviation from Edmonton Municipal Airport.

Fifty Metis Students 
At Non-Colony Schools 


HIS YEAR, the Metis Rehabilitation Branch 

of the—Alberta-Department of Public 

Welfare is providing assistance for a record 

number of Metis students attending schools out- 
side the colonies. 


Text books and clothing allowance are pro- 
vided for fifty students from seven colonies 
attending schools at Grouard and other points, 
including Edmonton. Taking academic and voca- 
tional courses are 19 students from Paddle 
Prairie, four from Big Prairie, six from Gift Lake, 
six from East Prairie, five from Kikino, five from 
Fishing Lake, and six from Elizabeth. Included 
in these saan are two students now completing 
grade twelve at Alberta College, and one taking 
second year Education at the University of 


Alberta. 


Next year, officials of the Metis Rehabilitation 
Branch expect enrollment in outside schools to 
increase appreciably, with at least three more 
Metis to enter University. 
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LBERTA FARMERS are now receiving in- 

creased assistance in determining correct 
use, and preservation, of their land, through the 
newly created Soils Division of the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture, Field Crops Branch. 
Previously, this service was included in the 
Weed Control and Soils Division, but has now 
become a separate unit. 


As the availability of new land for agricul- 
tural purposes decreases, it becomes increasingly 
necessary that maximum production be obtained 
from land presently under cultivation, and soil 
be preserved for future use. To achieve these 
results, the Soils Division is planning a three 
phase program of farmer education, diagnosis of 
soil problems and co-operation with the rural 
municipalities and fertilizer industry. 


Part of the education phase will be a series 
of short courses to be conducted this winter to 
enable farmers to learn the limitations and needs 
of the soil. The Soils Division will also act as 
an intermediary between the farmer and the lab- 
oratory, advising research of soils problems, and 
providing the farmer with the results of research.

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Indian and Metis Co-ops Obtain Loans 
From Alberta Commercial Corporation 


OMES FOR SIX INDIAN and Metis famili- 

ies from northern Alberta have been com- 
pleted under co-operative housing loans made 
by the Alberta Commercial Corporation, a 
division of the Department of Industry and 
Development. Four of the houses were erected 
at Fort McMurray for the Nistawayow Housing 
Co-operative. The other two are at Slave Lake, 
constructed for the Ksepegamau Housing Co- 
operative. Two more are under construction at 
Slave Lake and approval has been given to a 
total of 11 more in the two communities. 


Discussions are also being held in the Hinton 
and Marlboro areas where similar arrangements 
have been requested. 


Officials of the Alberta Commercial Corpora- 
tion worked closely with the co-operatives and the 
Community Development Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Development in establish- 
ing the plan. The program provides funds for 
native people who, for various reasons, would 
not qualify for other government or private 
housing loans. The plan also offers co-operative 
members an opportunity to learn the rules of busi- 
ness by being involved to a degree where they 
bear full responsibility for managing their own 
affairs. 


Under the plan, an individual makes appli- 
cation to the co-operative. The co-operative ap- 
proves or rejects the application and then negoti- 
ates with the Commercial Corporation for a loan. 
The Commercial Corporation appraises the pro- 
posal to determine costs and to be assured that 
the methods being employed will produce the 
best results for the benefit of the co-operative. 
Once approved, loans are made to the co-opera- 
tive in five stages, each following a progress in- 
spection at the job site. The loan may cover up 
to 100% of the proposal including utility in- 
stallations, purchase of land, insurance, surveys, 
access roads, landscaping and legal fees. 


Responsibilities of the co-operative involve 
everything from the initial purchase of land to 
managing the properties under their control. 
Commercial Corporation officials are prepared 
to assist the co-operative with any management 
problems which may arise. This is done in ap 
advisory capacity and on an invitational basis 
only. Liaison is maintained with the Community 
Development Branch, whose services are also 
available to the co-op. 


Houses built under the plan are sold on a 
rental-purchase basis through arrangements be- 
tween the buyer and the co-operative. In the 
event a house is vacated, the co-operative may 
make short-term rental arrangements. e

SURVEY PROVIDES ACCURATE ESTIMT 
OF GRAZING RANGE CARRYING CAPACIT) 


N intensive survey of grazing range carrying 
capacities, conducted in response to a 
request from stockmen, has generally confirmed 
initial estimates made by the Public Lands 
Division, Alberta Department of Lands and 
Forests. The survey covered eight townships, or 
288 square miles, of deeded and leased ranch 
land in the areas south of Manyberries and 
Etzikom. 


Purpose of the survey was to confirm that 
original estimates were correct and that grasses 
were not being over-utilized. 


All available pasture in southern Alberta is 
taken up. To expand production, more efficient 
use of existing range and proper utilization of 
the grass resource over an indefinite period is 
required. Through the survey a detailed study 
of grazing land capacities was provided and a 
closer look taken at the efficiency of ranch units. 


While previous estimates were made from 
general studies of larger areas, the 1965 survey 
was conducted on a systematic basis on indi-
